He also en- 
joyed the reputation bringing in a 
saving trip every year. uring his 
career two ships were loat under him, 
the Hawk in 1876, and the Resolute 
in 1886, but the crows were saved 
each time. In 1886, when Dowring 
Bros. took the first coastal contract, 
with the Curlew and Plover, Capt, 
Jackman was appointed to the com- 
mand of the former ship on the west 
route and continued on that service 
for years. In 1889 he and his crew in 
the Plover narrowly escaped death 
while on a voyage from Sydney to St 
John's with a cai of coal, and their 
rescue was one the most thrilling 
incidents in marine annals, 

His Arctic Record. 

Besides his sealing voyages, Capt, 
Jackman waa the pioneer of the New- 
foundiand venture in the Greenland 
whaling industry, and went to the 
Arctic seas several years. Command- 
er Peary, the famous Arctic explorer, 
made his first trip there with Capt, 
Jackman in 1886, In 1893, while on a 
whaling voyage, the Eagle was lost, 
and the story of how Captain Jack- 
man brought his crew safely in open 
boats through hundreds of miles of 
joe-strewn sens, is equal to any in 
Aretic annals, and ts one of the moat 
stirring in marine history, 

When the “Discovery” South Polar 
expedition was frozen fast in Antaro- 
tie waters, and the Admiralty ht 
the sealer “Terra Nova" for a relief 
expedition, Commodore Montgomerie, 
of H. M. 8, Charybdis, who was en- 
trusted with get 


a ship and a 

commander, chose mn Jackman. 
Tn 1900 he went in the Kite to the 
relief of the American whaling station 
in Cumberland Sound, Baffin Land, 
after a sailing vessel bound there from 
Boston had been wrecked on Northern 
Labrador; and though it was very late 
in the season when he received or- 
ders to start, he carried out his mis- 
sion with eonspicuous success, His 
last great feat was the towing to 8t, 
ohn’s, in the trawler Magnific short- 
y before Christmas, 1904, of the 
schooner Bessie Dodd, cast away on 
Labrador, Dr, Grenfell lavished un- 
ttinted praise upon him for his splen- 
did work on that occasion. -

ODD PRESERVES. 


Vetch Leather of the South and Wilé 
Hose Jam of Karope. 

Perlmps the oddest of all Jams (some 
of whieh is linported Ioto this country) 
is made from a red pulp obtained from 
the seed vessels of the common wild 
rose of Kurope. It te brick red in color 
and, as wight be imagined, is in favor 
entirely dulike any other knowa kind 
of prewerre 

In parts of the south what Is knows 
as “peach leather” is made from peach 
juice, which is put Into bright pans and 
dried in the sun. In the dry state it 
looks a good deal like leather and Is 
eaten without further preparation, keep- 
ing for an indefinite time, 

‘There ts commonly manufactured in 
Turkey « similar product from grapes, 
the juice being evaporated to the con- 
sistency of molasses. Bome four is 
mized with it, and the stuff is spread 
jo thin sheets upon muslin, being then 
exposed to sunshine for a couple of 
days. 

In the same oriental country walnuts 
are commonly strung upon twine and 
after coating them with a mixture of

Mimicry of Color and Form Common 
Among Insects. 

An official of the National museum 
at Washington who has made many 
trips abroad in the interest of that in- 
stitution states that in South Ameri- 
can forests the butterflies and the birds 
are equally brilliant in their colors, but 
that the butterfiles, being weaker, fall 
a prey to the birds, One very bright 
hued species of butterfly, however, ts 
not disturbed by the birds on account 
of the disagreeable odor that it enilts, 
Singulerly enough, some other groups 
of butterflies, which resemble in color 
the species just described, also escape 
persecution by the birds, although they 
emit no odor, It is evident that the 
similarity of colur deceives the birds, 
and thus serves asa shield for the but- 
terfiies. This sort of mimiery of color 
and form, which naturalists eall “pro 
tective resemblance,” i¢ mot very wn- 
common among insects, 

Auother form Of “protective resem- 
blauce” which exhibits much contriv- 
ance and skill is sometimes found 
among birds. Some birds hide their 
exgs among stones that resemble the 
eges in form and color, The little “bot- 
tle tit’ In England weaves a bottle 
shaped pest ont of moss, Helehs and 
spiders’ webs, and when placed tn a 
tree or bush the nest so closely fesem- 
bles sts surroundings that it can bard 
be detected. The color and appeara 
of the nest are imitations of the pre- 
valling color and appearance of the 
particular tree in which it is placed,

WHEEL ROOST, 


Novel Plan for Securing Warmth and 
Comfort to Hens. 


The coziest and most practical de- 
vioe imaginable for furnishing warmth 
and comfort to the hens during win- 
ter nights has recently been su ted. 
After a thorough cleaning of the floor 
in the poultry house a stout hickory 
post about two and one-half inches in 
diameter is driven firmly down about 
three feet from the wall. If the house 
is amall, so a | one is needed, put 
it in a corner. Sharpen the top of this 
stake and set thereon a discarded 
wheel. This makes an ideal roost, one 
which will accommodate from twenty- 
five to thirty hens, according to size 
of wheel. It is remarkable how such 
a roost delights the hens. The spokes 
are all on a level. The rim and spokes 
make a natural foothold, there is no 
falling off, and the Biddies sit in a 
fluffy bunch, as “comfy” as you 
please. 

But the roost is only part of the 
plan. If the wheel is placed in a cor- 
ner the two walls will furnish two 
sides of the proposed “bedroom.” Bet 
4 post of 1 by 2 inch strip four feet 
from each of the side walls. Nail 
other strips from the top of this post 
(which should be two feet higher than 
the wheel) to the side walls. From 
these strips hang a curtain made of 
either canvas, muslin, coarse burlap 
or old carpet, according to conven’ 
ence, wilh 6m be rolled or put up 
in the daytime out of the way. Over 
the top make either a board cover- 
ing or one of the curtain materiai 
In this way the hens are comfortable
